"The president shall, 
previously to the first semi-annual meeting ofthe board, 

. in each year, which may be at such time and place as a 
` fnajority ofthe board agree, call ou the clerk of the coun- 
ty court, of said'county for a list of the names of all tax- 
able persons in his county, exclusive of the city of Nat- 
‘chez. with the amount of taxes last assessed on each 
one, for state and county purposes: for which duty the 


. county court shall allow. said clerk just and reasonable 


‘compensation. The ‘boatd of commissioners shall select 
from said list all persons in the several road‘ districts, 
and make separate lists for each road commissioner; 
(the said districts being, and subject to be, altered and 
&rranged, having due regard to utility, local situation, 
and distance; in any mannerthey may find most conve- 
nient and advantageous, so'that the whele amount of 
labor may be divided as nearly equal as possible,) and 
opposite eàch person's name, on the list aforesaid, the 


clerk, by direction of the board; shall set the number of , 


days’ labor which shall-be required of him, her or them, 

in the next ensuing year. The board shall, at their 

regular-meetings, receive and consider all petitions for 
' laying out or altering roads, complaints of persons ag- 

grieved, either by the allotment of work, or by requir- 

ing too mach labor, and in general all matters relating 

to the subject of roads; bridges and ferries; and shal 
‘miake such order thereon as they.dcem right 
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Sec. 3... find be it further cnet: "That the board 
of road Commissioners shall have authority to Jay off, or 
cause to be laid off, any necessary new. road, or make 
any alteration in any road heretofore established; ` "but. 
no such new road or alteration shall be made but on à 
petition of a£ least five respectable freeholders of the 
vicinity where such new road is to be laid out, or altera- 
tion to be made; and in case the beard grant such peti- 
tion, which they shall not do without good reasons, tlie 
commissioner of the district in which the work so interde 
ed is to be done, shall, at a convenient time before the 
next meeting of the board, summon a jury of seven dis- 
interested freeholders, not. of the petitioners, who, on 
their oatüs (w hich eath the commissioner of the dis- 
trict or any justice of the peace shall administer) shall 
view and examine the saíd contemplated road or alter- 
ation, and determine whether the same will be of pub- 
lic utility, and ought to be so laid out ór altered, and 
to award such damages to persons injured as they think 
right and equitable; and the commissioner of the dis=- 
trict aforesaid, shall repart the proceedings to the board 
at their next meeting, who shall have authority to ap- 
prove and order the same to. be established and worked 
as other public roads are, and to draw from the ceun- 
ty treasury the amount of damages so awarded, for the 
use of the persons injured; but the board shall also have 
power to reject the return of a jury, or any part there- 
of, if they find the same is inexpedient' or impractica« 
ble—or they may suspend the execution thereof .for a 
reasonable time. The commissioner òf each district 
shall let out to any person or persons any ‘part or parts 
of the road, any or all small bridges and causeways, in 
his district, ànd shall allow so many days’ labor as the 
person or persons, so contracting or agreeing, are re> 
quired to perform; and the person er persons, so agree» 
ing, shall keep the same in good repair for the time a- 
greed on, not more than one year—and in default in 
keeping the said road, causeway or bridge (so volun- 
tarily undertaken) in good and suflicient repair, .the 
person or persons, so undertaking, shall. be liable 
for the amount of labor necessary, in the: opinion of 
the commissioner, tæ complete the same, who shall 
report the same to the board, and the number of days’ 
work-necessary to have compleied the same ; which 
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shall stand charged against the od or penne so

to bring with him or her such tools and implements as he 
may direct—and all able hands, so attending, to be judg- 
ed of, and received by, the overseer, shall be required.
